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No more free rides for cabinet 


Crash spurs province 
to take back leased 
cars from ministers

The days of using government-leased 
vehicles for ice cream runs - or any 
kind of runs, for that matter - are 
coming to an end. 

Premier Rodney MacDonald yes¬ 


terday announced that cabinet min¬ 
isters will no longer have the option 
of driving government-leased cars. 

"This ensures that there is clarity 
on the issue," he said. 

Ministers who currently have gov¬ 
ernment-leased cars wlQ be required 
to turn them in over the next couple 
of months and buy their own vehi¬ 
cles, whether the lease is up or not. 

This comes on the heels of contro¬ 
versy surrounding Community Serv¬ 
ices Minister Judy Streatch's vehicle.

» Ministers can now choose be¬ 
tween a taxable $700 monthly al¬ 
lowance, which also includes a gas 
card, or be reimbursed for mileage 
— around 40.5 cents a kilometre. 

which her teenaged son crashed last 
weekend.

Ministers close to the end of their 
leases will get to keep them till the 
end, but others, Kke the premier him¬ 
self whose lease will be up next year, 
wiQ have to say goodbye to their 
wheels. Those cars will go into the 
government fleet. 

Cabinet ministers, the premier and 
leaders of the opposition previously 
had three options for vehicles - charg¬ 
ing mileage, a monthly allowance and 
gas card, or a government lease. 

Community Services Minister 


Judy Streatch said Tuesday she re¬ 
gretted the decision to let her 17- 
year-old use the government vehicle, 
and she and her son would together 
pay for any damages to the car, not 
the taxpayers. 

She said she misunderstood the 
government policy around the use of 
the vehicle and gave her son Jordan 
permission to drive it. 

Streatch yesterday offered apolo¬ 
gies for the outcome of the incident.

Early learning course to save $314,000 


The Early Learning Oppor¬ 
tunities Program will save 
the Halifax regional school 
board about $314,000. 

The board announced this 
week it's replacing the long¬ 
standing Four-Plus program 
with a new program, aimed 
at three- and four-year-olds, 
to reflect the province's 
change to the entry age for 
Grade Primary. 

Seven early childhood ed¬ 
ucators, instead of teachers, 
will be employed in the pro¬ 
gram. The previous program 
cost $681,000, so the board 


is saving about half. 

An additional adult will 
also be in the classrooms of 
up to 18 students, making 
the child-adult 
ratio one to nine, 
the same as it was 
for Four-Plus. 

Provincial regu¬ 
lations for day¬ 
cares require a 
one to eight ratio 
for staff and chil¬ 
dren between age three and 
five. 

Schools and hospitals are 
exempt from daycare act 


and therefore do not have to 
observe the ratios, says Hal¬ 
ifax regional school board 
spokesman Doug Hadley. 

Cathy Mutch, 
who operates 
Crystal Day 
Nursery in Dart¬ 
mouth, says that 
seems a bit high. 

"There's going 
to be some is¬ 
sues as to how 
ready it's really going to 
make them for school," she 
said.

Pro-choice and 
pro-life advocates 
voice viewpoints

More than 100 pro-choice and 
pro-life advocates demon¬ 
strated in front of the Nova 
Scotia legislature to air their 
views on a federal bill. 

Labelled the "Unborn Vic¬ 
tims of Crime Act," Bill C-484 
would allow homicide charges 
to be laid in the death of a 
fetus when a pregnant 
woman is attacked. 

Susan LeForte, an advocate 


with the Halifax Coalition for 
Choice, argues the legislation 
is a step backward in a 
woman's right to control her 
own body. 

"They're taking away 
women's rights in a backdoor 
way. So, if a woman has an 
abortion, what's stopping the 
one who performs the abor¬ 
tion and the woman herself to 
be subject to criminal 
charges?" LeForte said. 

Ellen Chesal, with the Cam¬ 
paign Life Coalition, says her 
group is concerned with the 
wider issue. 

"We are memorializing an 
event—it was 39 years ago in 
May that the abortion law

was struck down by the 
Trudeau government," Chesal 
said. "We are here to challenge 
the government because it is 
our tax dollars that are paying 
for these abortions, and with 
the shortage of workers and 
schools closing, abortion is 
killing our future." 

Both sides chanted and 
waved signs, but there was no 
physical confrontation.

Gliding into the future 


Underwater device 
an effident option 
for collecting data

Nova Scotian Joshua Slocum 
was the first person to sail 
alone around the world. 
Now, an unmanned under¬ 
water glider bearing his 
name offers hope that some 
marine and weather data 
can be done by remote con¬ 
trol. 

The two-metre glider 


began a 2,600-kilometre trip 
from New Jersey to Halifax 
on March 7. Travelling at a 
leisurely one- 
knot speed, it 
dove up to the 
surface, then 
down again 
every two 
hours. 

It arrived 
in Halifax on April 28, after 
hitching a ride on the Gulf 
Stream and meandering 
across the Scotian Shelf. 
Throughout the trip, Dal- 
housie University oceanog¬ 
raphy professor Marlon 


Lewis, whose company, Sat- 
lantic, provides the research 
sensors on the glider, was 
keeping 
track of the 
glider's 
progress by 
satellite. 

"It was 
mildly addic¬ 
tive. We were 
watching its progress every 
day," Lewis said. 

Sensors aboard the glider 
collected information on 
marine temperatures, or¬ 
ganic compounds in the 
water and the like. For this 


trip — the longest the glider 
has ever done — fewer sen¬ 
sors were active because the 
research team was trying to 
save battery power. 

Lewis said the glider 
could be used to do some of 
the research now done by 
larger, manned ships, which 
cost $30,000 a day to oper¬ 
ate. 

Dalhousie University 
plans to buy three of the 
gliders for research pur¬ 
poses, Lewis said. The glid¬ 
ers cost about $100,000 
each.

David Dingwall is warning 
against relying on a legal ac¬ 
tion to solve the Gape Breton 
Regional Municipality's differ¬ 
ences with the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

Dingwall, who has joined a 
Sydney law firm now that his 
days as a federal cabinet min¬ 
ister are over, said many local 
residents believe the legal ac¬ 
tion is about getting $20 mil¬ 
lion per year, backdated to 
1995, the year when the re¬ 
gional municipality was cre¬ 
ated. But the remedy sought by 


the regional municipality was 
a legal declaration, he told a 
Sydney and Area Chamber of 
Commerce breakfast meeting. 

"Even if they had won in 
the Supreme Court, they only 
would have won a legal decla¬ 
ration. No money, not a cent," 
he said. 

Last month, a Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court justice tossed 
out the regional municipal¬ 
ity's legal action, which ac¬ 
cused the provincial 
government of underfunding.

First woman 
promoted to run 
a fire station

Nadya-Lyse Pare has a big¬ 
ger pair of steel-toed boots 
to fill. 

Wednesday night, the 41- 
year-old became the first 
woman in HRM to be pro¬ 
moted to the role of career 
operational officer. 

"Before, I was a fire¬ 


fighter, and now I'll run a 
fire station," said Pare, who 
will be in charge of station 
23 in Ghezzetcook. "It's a 
very proud moment for me." 

She was among 30 fire¬ 
fighters promoted that 
night. 

"I am honoured to stand 
beside these men and 
women that have proven 
they have what it takes to 
move up in the ranks of our 
fire department," fire chief 
Bill Mosher said in a release. 

Pare is one of only 20 
women among the 456 full¬ 


time firefighters working in 
HRM. She's been a member 
of the department for 14 
years, beginning as a fire¬ 
fighter and rising through 
the ranks, including work¬ 
ing as an engineer. 

Mosher says this is an im¬ 
portant milestone for HRM 
because it demonstrates 
women can succeed in a tra¬ 
ditionally male-dominated 
profession.

Murder trial set 
for March 2009 

COURT Gory Wright, the 
man charged with first-de¬ 
gree murder in the death of 
28-year-old sailor Damon 
Crooks, will go to trial on 
March 30, 2009, in Halifax 
Supreme Court. Crooks, a 
sailor aboard visiting U.S. 
warship USS Doyle, was

Nash, a Columbus Blue Jackets 
winger, has a knack for highlight-reel 
goals, for anyone who remembers him 
undressing two defencemen and a 
goalie against the Phoenix Coyotes 
back in January. He was at it again last 
night. 

He muscled to the net off the left 
wing and tucked it wide on his back¬ 
hand past the outstretched pad of 
Grotnes. 

Nash called it a good "team-building 
game." 


Norway has been the surprise of the 
tournament, taking Finland to over¬ 
time in the round robin, beating Ger¬ 
many, and edging out Slovakia for the 
final qualification spot. 

"They played a great defensive 
game, they made it very hard to pene¬ 
trate their system, but we needed to 
find a way earlier in the game," said 
Green, who had a goal and an assist. 

Canada struggled on 10 power-play 
chances, but its penalty-kill shut down 
Norway with game on the line, taking 


care of five straight penalties, includ¬ 
ing multiple 5-on-3s. 

Head coach Ken Hitchcock said he 
was happier after last night's win than 
he was after Tuesday's, and credited 
Norway for its "commitment to defen¬ 
sive hockey." 

"The ability of the Norwegian team 
to defend, at times, was greater than 
our tenacity to score," Hitchcock said. 

Former Halifax Mooseheads goalie 
Pascal Leclaire made 15 saves for 
Canada. 


Grotnes, a carpenter away from the 
rink, nearly stole the game with his 
heroics, but Norway's fatigue from an 
emotional win over Germany on 
Wednesday took its toll down the 
stretch.

Now, Kutcher and Diaz 
have an acceptable 
amount of chemistry, but 
unfortunately this is the 
type of film where the 


characters are so baseless 
that Joy’s feelings for Jack 
pretty much switch from 
pure repulsion to adulated 
affection just because she 
finds out he coaches little 
league softball. Aww, he is 


a good guy! 

The truth is, this come¬ 
dy could have been fun (as 
it is while in Vegas) but 
ends up reducing poten¬

An unlikely turn of 
events brings Terry in con¬ 
tact with film star Chet 
Frank (Wild Hogs’ Tim 
Allen) who offers the in¬ 
structor co-producing du¬ 
ties on his latest film and 
gives him with an expen¬ 
sive gift as a thank you for 
aid in a bar fight. 

Another set of unfortu¬ 
nate circumstances — and 
there are many in Redbeit 
— forces Terry into the ring 
against his better judgment 
to compete for cash to save 
his business and his hon¬ 
our. 

Fans of ass-kicking mar¬ 
tial arts films will likely 
find only a few moments of 


pleasure in Mamet’s pet 
project, while those who 
prefer brains over brawn 


will revel in the auteur’s 
latest work. The director, 
himself a purple belt in jiu 


jitsu, reportedly wanted to 
create a samurai-style film 
that would make the 


renowned Japanese film¬ 
maker Akira Kurosawa 
proud. While Kurosawa’s 
passing in 1998 makes it 
impossible to tell if Mamet 
accomplished his goal, 
what’s clear is that he’s pro¬ 
duced a definitively com¬ 
plex film that puts a fresh 
spin on an old genre. 

The consistently versatile 
Ejiofor is mesmerizing as 
the conflicted Terry, while 
Tim Allen is entertaining as 
the shady actor Chet Frank 
whose motivations are 
clouded at best throughout 
most of the picture. British 
actress Emily Mortimer de¬ 
livers an enigmatic per¬ 
formance as a frazzled 
lawyer, but it’s jiu jitsu it¬ 
self which provides one of 
Mamet’s most valuable nar¬ 
rative tools.

Cast had fun with 
green screen 
and gimbals

_I APART FROM 

watching all 52 of the orig¬ 
inal Japanese Speed Racer 
cartoons, Emile Hirsch de¬ 
scribes preparing for the 
title role in the Wachows- 
ki brothers’ movie adapta¬ 
tion as pretty effortless. 

“1 didn’t actually drive a 
race car,” Hirsch recalls at 
a press event held last 
month at the Long Beach 
Grand Prix, “but me and 
my buddy Frankie, we 
went to the NASCAR simu¬ 
lator at Universal City 
Walk, which was fun, and 
we beat a bunch of 
tourists. It was like, Holly¬ 
wood 2 , Idaho o.” 

Christina Ricci, who 
plays Trixie, Hirsch’s love 
interest in the film, recalls 
that working on a green 
screen set 


in the shooting was all 
family stuff, so it was all 
ensemble, and it was all of 
us together. 


into which

With no real racing 
being filmed, the actors 
who drove in the break¬ 
neck race scenes that take 
up much of the film were 
strapped into mechanized 
gimbals that threw them 
around convincingly 
enough for the camera, an 
endurance test that left 
them with bruises at the 


end of the day. 

“It was so much fun,” re¬ 
calls Ricci. “1 love doing 
that stuff. 1 love getting 
the battle scars. When 
you’re in the gimbal you 
get banged around so 
much, and at one point 1 
had to get out and throw 
up and then get back in 
because it’s a lot of shak¬ 
ing and craziness. It was 
just really fun — 1 had a 
good time.” 

Hirsch’s memories 
aren’t so fond. “All of my 
anger in the film when 


I’m driving was authentic, 
because they were just 
slamming me around in 
this simulator for hours 
and it’s green and it’s hot 
and there’s lights on you 
and you can’t move be¬ 
cause you’re strapped in. 
You get literally frustrated 
to the point where you 
want to rip the thing apart 
with a bat. 1 think 1 have a 
drawing of me breaking 
it.” 

With so much of the 
film realized after the 
filming was over, Ricci 


says the actors had to trust 
the Wachowskis and the 
vision they were creating. 
“1 don’t think that anyone 
could really get into what 
they have in their heads,” 
she says. 

“That’s the thing about 
them, is they inspire such 
confidence and such trust, 
because you can tell they 
have this complete vision 
in their heads and you’d 
be doing a huge disservice 
to not trust them and let 
them do what they have to 
do.”

EIGHT YEARS 

AGO, Helen Hunt seemed 
to be everywhere. But her 
appearances onscreen 
have been scarce since 
then — most of her time 
has been spent starting a 
family and, apparently, 
trying to make this film 


about a woman trying, 
against the odds, to start a 
family of her own. 

Hunt plays April, a 
school teacher who discov¬ 
ers after a year of mar¬ 
riage that her younger 
husband (Matthew Broder¬ 
ick) is still too much of a 
boy to handle the rigorous 
banality of married life. 
But a hopeful possibility 
presents itself the next 
morning, in the shape of a 
single dad at her school 
(Colin Firth). 

What follows is a tenta¬ 


tive romance, which 
might have been too slight 
for a whole film, so April 
has to cope with rejection, 
new love and an unexpect¬ 
ed pregnancy while fend¬ 
ing off the attentions of 
Bernice (Bette Midler), the 
birth mother who has cho¬ 
sen to reconnect with her 
long lost daughter. 

Hunt throws herself 
into the early scenes, look¬ 
ing more drawn and hag¬ 
gard than one can imag¬ 
ine any Hollywood agent 
wanting to see their 


client. When Firth shows 
up, however — Mr. Darcy, 
for Pete’s sake! — we know 
that solace, or at least 


some more flattering 
lighting, lies ahead for 
April, after the requisite 
rocky road.

Hunt takes turn in directorial role 



Actress relied on 
friends to star 
for little pay

seems like a long hiatus 
from movies, Helen Hunt 
has returned in her own 
directorial debut, Then 
She Found Me, a low-bud- 
get story about a woman 
forced to cope with more 
than she’s probably 
equipped to handle — a di¬ 
vorce, pregnancy, a new ro¬ 
mance, and the sudden 
reappearance of her birth 
mother. 

Hunt, whose trademark 
flinty vulnerability was 
showcased in films like As 
Good As It Gets and on 


TV’s Mad About You, plays 
the lead role, April, with a 
remarkable lack of ego — 
she might be the centre of 
the story, but she never 
dominates the action, and 
the cast Hunt assembled 
around her has plenty of 
room to breathe. Hunt says 
she’s been trying to make 
the film for years, first 
with an eye to just doing 
the role of April, then let¬ 
ting someone else handle 
the part when she decided 
she wanted to direct. 

“1 always knew that my 
personality might very well 
be suited to directing,” 
Hunt tells me in a phone 
interview. 

“But 1 also knew that it 
was too big and exhausting 
a job to do just to do, 
which was to say for the 
privilege of saying action 


and cut and bossing people 
around. It wasn’t worth it. 
But 1 knew that if 1 found a 
story that 1 had a real sense 
of authorship over and that 
1 had something, a small 


but potent something that 
only 1 could say, then 1 
would try to do it.” 

In the end, she was 
forced to take on both act¬ 
ing and directing duties. 


After living with the char¬ 
acter for so many years, it 
simply didn’t seem feasible 
to pass the burden of play¬ 
ing April on to someone 
else. 

“The decision became lo¬ 
gistical ... 1 don’t think 1 
could have asked another 
actress to work 24 hours a 
day. 1 don’t think 1 had the 
time to download what 1 
knew about this part into 
another person’s brain.” 

Considering the budget 
restrictions. Hunt was able 
to pull together a stellar 
cast, with cameo roles by 
friends like Tim Robbins 
and Janeane Garofalo in 
addition to having actors 
like Matthew Broderick, 
Colin Firth and Bette Mi¬ 
dler play her ex-husband, 
new love and birth moth¬ 
er respectively. 


Their willingness to 
work on such a small proj¬ 
ect says a lot about the 
hunger for a human role 
in a decent script in Holly¬ 
wood these days. 

“1 didn’t have money to 
pay them, so they must 
have responded to the 
story. 

“If you think about the 
actors who worked on 
this, as much as we like to 
make money and be re¬ 
warded for what we do, 
there is a hunger to work 
on stories that speak to us 
that is obviously bigger 
than that. There’s no 
other reason why these 
people would have done 
it. I’m not that great a 
person that they would 
have just shown up for 
weeks at a time ’cause I’m 
nice.”

HAD ENOUGH of “it” bags? 

Behold the statement 
shoe. 

After seasons of the 
cultish trend of handbags 
fetching prices rivalling 
those of cars and women 
accumulating entire 
wardrobes of must-have 
purses, shoes are stepping 
into the limelight as the 
new coveted accessory. 

But not just any ordinary 
pump will do. Footwear de¬ 
sign has taken on bold ar¬ 
chitectural shapes with 
surreal, fantastical and 
sometimes downright 
bizarre heels. 

“No one wants a basic 
black pump any more,” says 
Barbara Atkin, vice-presi¬ 
dent of fashion direction at 
Holt Renfrew “People are 
gravitating to heel art.”

Miuccia Prada sent out a 
sensuous velvet shoe with 
an art nouveau-influenced 
floral stalk as a heel, the 
perfect accompaniment to 
the erotic pixies featured in 
the prints 
on her 
clothing. 

Architec¬ 
tural mar¬ 
vels were 
noticeable 
at Marni, 
where platforms had the 
sharp edges of a skyscraper, 
and at Jil Sander the nail- 
thin heel was held in place 
by a criss-cross of lattice re¬ 
sembling scaffolding. 

Fendi’s heel was a metal 
cage that encased what ap¬ 
peared to be a glass col¬ 
umn. 

But the pump reached 
the height of perversity at 
Marc Jacobs. He went the 


surrealist route and 
showed a high-heel shoe 
with the heel missing, leav¬ 
ing the shoe seem¬ 
ingly suspended in 
mid-air, with the 
heel protruding hor¬ 
izontally from the 
toes. 

“Surrealism is about 
looking at 
something in a 
new and differ¬ 
ent way,” says 
Atkin. “And 
fashion is 
about fantasy. 
It’s taking 
everyday things and twist¬ 
ing it up and bring it back 
in a new way. It’s all about 
escape.” 

When it comes to the 
complex relationship be¬ 
tween a woman and her 
shoes, part of that escapist 
fantasy probably started in 
childhood. 

“It’s a Cinderella com¬ 
plex. Subconsciously, as lit¬ 
tle girls reading fairy tales. 


the symbolism is there,” 
Atkin says. “We are fasci¬ 
nated by that glass slipper 
left behind. It can only fit 
one person and it’s fit for a 
queen.” 

A visit to Toronto, Ont.’s 
Bata Shoe Museum shows 
surreal-looking shoes are 
not exactly a new inven¬ 
tion. 

"Extremes of fashion for 
the sake of fashion in 
footwear is nothing new. 

It's been around quite 
awhile," says museum cura¬ 


tor Elizabeth Semmelhack. 
She cites examples like the 
extended pointed-toe 
footwear of the Middle Ages 
and the towering chopines 
worn by Venetian women 
in the 16th century. 

Even that flower heel 
Prada shoe referenced 
1970s Italian shoe designer 
Andrea Pfister, whose de¬ 
signs had shoes perched on 
heels in the shape of vegeta¬ 
bles. 

And the platform, an¬ 
other extreme footwear 


trend, curiously was in 
fashion throughout World 
War II, came back during 
the Vietnam War and is 
popular again today, as con¬ 
flicts rage in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

"It is possible when 
things become so dire that 
fashion can answer by 
going completely capri¬ 
cious — the same way cin¬ 
ema became so important 
during the Great Depres¬ 
sion," Semmelhack notes.

Fashionspace allows mem¬ 
bers to swap, buy and sell 
their original designs, sec¬ 
ond-hand clothes and acces¬ 
sories, with a 10 percent 
commission of every sale 
going to Bellm and her
